Edmonton—Canning sugar cou- 
pons F6, 7, 8, 9, 10 become valid on 
July 6 for the purchase of’ five 
pounds of sugar, according to the 
Ration Administration, F coupons 
are found in Ratiom Book 3, The 
first group, F1 to F5 inclusive were 
valid on May 25, and with the sec- 
ond group of canning sugaf coupons 
valid this week housewives are now 
enabled to buy their full quota of 
sugar for canning purposes. Each F 
coupon is good for one pound o#f 
sugar, All F coupons are valid until 
declared invalid, by 
Board. 

Those who prefer to buy their 
preserves ready made, to making 
them, themselves, may exchange’ F 
coupons for D preserves coupons 
at any Local Ration Board, The 
rate of exchange is one D coupon 
for each F coupon.

Compulsory Savings 


OTTAWA-‘The compulsory sav- 
ings requirement of the Canadian 
income tax system will be suspend 
ed as from July 1. 

The savings system, from which 
the Dominion government ae 

fer war 
{ about STILE 
000,000 a year, was instituted in 
1942. 

Actual taxation 


rates are un- 

The suspension applies only to 
the individual income tax field. The 
savings system continues in respect 
to corporation and excess profits 
taxation. 

Decision to suspend the savings 
system of obtaining money was 
reached because it was being look- 
ed.on too much as a tax and not as 
savings which were to be returned 
to the taxpayer later. 

Total collections under the sav- 
‘ings plan ‘will be nearly $200,000,- 
| 000, which will be repaid when the 
war is over. 

The actual date repayments start 
will be decided on by the govern- 
ment, but officials said it would be 
as “soon as possible” after the war 
and probably would be influeiced 
by the general world picture. 

For’ some, however, the payments 
will come at once, A budget resolu- 
tion sets forth that persons aged 65 
and having incomes of less than 
$5,000 will be entitled to the re- 
turn of the refundable taxes stand- 
ing to their credit after the end of 
the year in which they reach 65. 
This payment will be made whether 
or not the war is ended. 


Stop Sale of 
Hot Air Furnaces 


Ottawa—Temporary suspension 
of sales and delivery of all hot air 
furnaces in Canada and subsequent 
sales of these furnaces through es- 
sentiality certificates is announced 
by the Prices Board. 

Shortage of steel and labour limit 
production of these furnaces, and 
the supply will not ‘reach overall 
requirements for replacements and 
new buildings; a¢cording to Chair- 
man Donald Gordon. 

A purchase permit grant will de- 
pend on type and stage of the build 
ing construction, and if any other 
kind of heating unit can be used.

nominated for the coming Federal 
election. 

Mr. MacPherson warned against 
any tendency to break the Unity of 
the Canadian people in'support of 
the war effort and said the Post 
War years will be crucial for all of 
us. “Workers: and farmers must 
fight for the broadest national is- 
sues,” he said and went on to con- 
demn the raising by the C.C.F. and 
the reactionaries of the false issue 
“Socialism vs Free Enterprise.” He 
continued, “the majority of Cana. 
dians are not yet prepared for a 
change to socialism now. To raise 
such an issue at this time will split 
the nation wide open. “The issues 
demand a Government that will 
carry out a program of jobs ' and 
social security and raise the stand- 
ards of living of the majority in- 
cluding the middle class, Canadian 
economy must be operated at least 
on.as high a level as in war tinte; 
production in .1943 was twice that 
of before the war, but half of it was 
for war purposes, Where can mark 
ets be found to replace the war 
market? We need exports of two to 
‘two. and.a third-hillions of dollars. 
Reconstruction of Europe, ‘China, 
the Soviet Union and expansion in 
India and Latin America will pro- 
vide large markets and the - home 
market can be greatly increased; 
this can only be done through Na- 
tional co-operation of all progres- 
sive forces and continuation of the 
United Nations war time co-opera- 


tion into the post war. period. as 
proposed by Churchill, Roosevelt 
and Stalin at Teheran; any other 


policy would be disastrous.”

Budget Highlights

federal budget: 

Compulsory savings portion of in 
come tax discontinued from July 
1, 1944, 

There are no tax increases. 

All tariffs from farm machinery 
as well as 10 per cent war exchange 
tax are removed. 

Business concerns granted double 
depreciation on new capital invest- 
ment after certain date. 

One-half expenditure for main- 
tenance and repairs in period to be 
fixed may be allowed against in-., 
come of previous fiscal periods in 
computing, corporation and excess 
profits taxes, 

Provision made for rapid depre- 
ciation on new assets for tax pur- 
poses.

A combined govérnment-munici- 
pal housitig plan in°which the pros 
vince is prepared t6 Make available 
a minimum of $1,000,000 for 4 per 
cent loans for hi ‘building, was 
announced by Hon.’ Lucien May- 
nard, attorney general, before the 
annual convention of the Union of 
Alberta Municipalities at Calgary 
last week, 

It is the intention to form a pro- 
vince-wide building association in 
which municipalities will be invit- 
ed to subseribe for ‘shares along 
with the government. The shares 
will not yield dividends or inter- 
est. 

The amount subseribed will be 
placed in a revolving fund to be 
made available to the -public for 
home building purposes at interest 
not to exceed 4 ‘pér cent. The 
scheme will be operative in rural 
and urban ‘areas provided the mun- 
icipal government has joined the 
association. 


Nothing in the proposal is intend 
ed to prevent any group of people 
from establishing a voluntary co- 
operative housing association un- 
der the Building Association Act, 
but Mr. Maynard said the govern- 
ment felt the urgency of the pro- 
blem could not*be’ left entirely to 
the small co-operatives. 


“There may. be some legal tech- 
nicalities that will have to be re« 
moved before this program can be 
fully implemented, After the muni- 
cipal organizations in the pro- 
vince have given'us an indication 
they are prepared to enter into a 
housing program along the lines 
outlinedy and after the -necessary 
details have been worked out by a 
committee of municipal men and 
government officials, the govern- 
ment is prepared to call a special 
session of the legislature, necessary 
to do s0,.in order to implement the 
program this: year,” herenid.

“Young women all over the 
country feel that the educational 
system should be extended to ‘in- 
clude a course to fit them for mar- 
riage and homemaking,” Jean Hall, 
executive of the program depart- 
ment, National Council of the Y.W. 
C.A., said in dn interview, 


Miss Hall based her statement on 
resolutions passed at Y.W.C.A. re- 
gional conferences held in Western 
Canada in the past two months and 
similar conferences held in Ontario 
and Quebec. 


“The majority of girls consider 
marriage and moYherhood a career 
requiring the same education and 
training as any other career,” Miss 
Hall said. “They have no desire to 
drift into it when they tire of their 
jobs.” 

Other things young women hope 
for, according to Miss Hall, are 
more co-ed recreation, ‘improved 
housing and welfare conditions, 
equal pay for equal work, higher 
Standards for domestic -workers, 
preference to.former service men 
in new industries, and old- ~age pen- 
sions at 60 years.

On Thursday, June 29th, a large 
number turned out to a C.C.F, rally 
held in the Elk’s Hall, Vermilion. 

Henry E. Spencer the C.C.F. Fed 
eral candidate for Battle River was 


in the chair and called on M. D. 
Meade, C.C.F. Candidate for the 
Wainwright Constituency; E. S. 


Roper, U.L.A. for Edmonton and 
Wm, Irvine, C.C.F, Provincial Sec. 
to speech in turn.

Each speaker was given a rous- 
ing reception by the people who 
had come from near and far. 

Mr. Roper who was the chief 
speaker, referred in his opening re 
marks to the G.C.F, recent victory 
in Saskatchewan and _ outlined 
some of the extreme tactics the 
Government speakers had taken to 
prevent the people supporting the 
C.C.¥. candidates. He said that ev- 
idently the Saskatchewan people 
did their own thinking for the 
campaign of slander had no effect. 
‘He reminded the audience that the 
refercusions’ from Saskatchewan 
would probably bring on an elec- 
tion in Alberta in August.

1, To support the present Govern 
ment whose party did not exist. out 
side the province, a party rapidly 
moving to the right and losing pop.

2. The independents, a negative 
force, whose influence had already 
gone. 

3. Endorse the C.C.F., a People’s 
Movement, that had a definite pro- 
gram both provincial and federal, 
and was growing in numbers in 
every province. 

The serious monopolistie control 
of Canadian industry by a few was 
outlined by the speaker, specific 
cases of interlocking directorates 
being quoted, Mr. Roper gave fig- 
ures showing Wew the oil interests 
of the province were being develop 
ed in the interests of private people 
and against that of the ‘public. 
Messrs. Blackmore and Ure were 
quoted as being in favor of the 
Status, so different from their 
parties stand in 1985 when they 
were all out after the “Fifty Big 
Shots.” 

Mr. Roper openly announced that 
in the event of a C.C.F. government 
in the province, they would take 
over the Calgary Power Co., in the 
interests of the people. He referred 
to the benefit that had accrued to 
Edmonton through having her own 
utilities which had brought in $17, 
000,000, thus saving the taxpyyers 
20 mills on the dollar.

Mr, Irvine spoke largely on the 
great advances we could and should 
make in both the care of health and 
the education of our people.

On Machinery 


Ottawa—Farmers and other con- 
sumers purchasing imported. agri- 
cultural equipment and.repair parts 
will benefit from the government 
action in removing consumer duties 
and war exchange on these items 
as announced in the Budget speech. 
The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board announced that an order had 
been passed by which importers, 
wholesalers and dealers are re- 
quired to pass on to the consumer 
any reduction in their laid down 
costs resulting from the government 
action, 

Distributors with stocks of im- 
ported farm machinery on hand, on 
which these duties have already 
been paid, are allowed to dispose 
of these implements at current lev- 
els until the stocks are liquidated.

Still Suspended 


Ottawa—Recruiting for the Royal 
Canadian air force has been sus- 
pended until Oct, 1, 1944, Air Mini- 
ster C. G. Power announced here 
today. 

At the same time, Power disclos- 
ed a number of readjustments in 
the British Commonwealth air train 
ing plan, including an extension of 
the training time of pilots. 

The readjustments have been 
made possible, the. air minister 
said, as a result of a lower number 
of air force casualties over the past 
few months and during the early 
stage of the invasion. The total 
number of casualties, he said, have 
been lowér than had been envisag- 
ed.

“CANADIAN FARMS 


The cold truth is that. the ratio of 
' preventable accidents in agriculture 
#s higher than in any other industry 


Many hundreds of farmers, ‘mem- $ 


bers of their families and workers 
on farms are killed and many 
thousands injured eyery year. in 
Canada as the result of accidents, 
most of which could have peen pre- 
vented. 

‘With the farm labour shortage 
just now so acute and when all out 
production of food is so essential 
to the war effort, the accident toll 
is particularly serious. 

A survey has disclosed ‘that ma- 
chinery is the chief source of farm 
work accidents; that live stock runs 
eget tga domed gta 
ony place. kak wise farmer is he 

the cause of acciden 
on pa farm steps to eliminate 
such causes and all possible haz- 
ards. For example, the ‘fact that 
loose clothing causes one-third of 
all farm accidents involving mach- 
inery’ should make ‘anyone avoid 
that particular mere like bee 
plague.

OTTAWA—War took the spol- 
light at the Dominion Capital from 
the moment it was announced that 
the Allies had opened a Western 
Front by landings on the northern 
coast of France, with Canadians in 
the van of the attack. Party lines 
dissolved in the Commons and cor- 
ridors of the Parliament Buildings 
us members of all parties became 
Canadians first and _ politicians 
second, uniting in the suspense of 
the biggest sea and airborne invas- 
ion in history. 

It was a proud moment when, 
within a few hours after the great 
offensive got under way, Prime 
Minister King was able to tell Par- 
liament that the Canadian forces 
had achieved their first objective 
and were making good progress.

|@rade \material, Incidentally the 


supply of garden tools for 1944 is 
adequate to meet all demands. 
Tools that are kept clean and 
bright will give longer service and 


| do better work, A sharp hoe does 


the best work with the least effort. 
Rubber garden hose should be 
handied with special: care, It is 
now not easily replaceable. When 
not in use keep it coiled and under 
cover. 

The best Way to determine the 
right’ planting time for garden 
vegetables is to get information 
from the local Horticultural Society 
the nearest Experimental Farm or 
Agricultural Representative. Tem- 
peratures can vary so much __be- 
tween localities, that often . the 
right time in one community is not 
at all right in another community 
only a few miles away, It is well 
to make sure of the right planting 
at the right time is one of the most 
important elements in making a 
successful garden. ; 


‘The pamphlet “The Wartime 
Garden” contains a lot of useful in- 
formation. A copy can be obtained 
free by writing to Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. It 
tells how to plan the garden, how 
to prepare the soil, what equipment 
is required, and how to grow the 
various garden crops. 


ALBERTA REDUCES VD CASES 
BY 35 PER CENT IN WARTIME 

EDMONTON -- Venereal disease 
cases reported in Alberta in 1943, in- 
cluding those in the armed forces, 
showed a reduction of 35 per cent 
from ‘those reported in 1941, accord- 
ing to Premier E. C. Manning. Mr. 
Manning spoke in a radio symposium 


marking the opening of a provincial | * 


campaign against venerea] disease, 
conducted by the Junior Chambers of 
Commerce in co-operation with the 
Department of Health and the Health 
League of Canada, 


On the same progiram Hon, Dr, W. 
W. Cross, minister of health, and 
Gordon Newton, Edmonton bacrister, 
and executive director of the Junitr 
Chamber of Commerce of Canada for 
Alberta, spoke. ; 

In 1920, Doctor Cross said, 16 per 
cent of Alberta jail inmates were 
syphilitic. Today, after 21 years, the 
rate was 2.8 per cent, and it was be- 
lieved q similar relative decroase was 
achieved among the populstion gen- 
erally, All Alberta jail inmates were 
exdmined on admission and none is 
liberated until non-infectious and no 
longer a public menace, even though 
his sentence may have expired. 

Doctor Cross described Alberta’s 
24-year-old venereal disease control 
program and said that for 20 ycars 
the department had employed a lec- 
turer who had repeatedly visited all 
communities. 

In 1943 Alberta had 221 fewer re- 
ported patients than in 1942, showing 
that even during war venereal dis- 
ease could be combated effe-tively, 
He thought the lowered incidence due 
in a large measure to increase |. staff 
and facilities made available to the 
social-hygiene division, 

Mr. Newton, after describirg the 


serious menace of venereal disease |, 


to the welfare of the nation, and the 
Junior Chambers part in the program 
to control and eradicate these infec- 
tions, said, “The cleansing of our 
communities ef these scourses is an 
urgent patriotic duty.”

“the rapid expansion that has oot 
| culttied in the poultry industry in| 
recent years has brought with it an 
increase in the death rate that 
threatens to become out of propor- 
tion to the incréase in number of 
birds raised. In the rearing of 
young stock the loss has been more 
generally evident, says W. T. Scott, 
Head Poultryman, Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farm, Harrow, Ont. 

It would be hard to say what 
single agent has been mostly res- 
ponsible for the higher death rate 
but more often than not the root 
of the trouble may be traced to one 
or more of the following agents; 
inferior or diseased parent stock, 
errors in feeding, poor and inade- 
quate equipment, overcrowding of 
house or range, or the use of pai- 
asite infected range and buildings. |% 

Probably the major factors and 
those hardest to trace and correct 
are poor breeding and errors in 
feeding. The unusual demand for 
more eggs for hatching to provide 
for more poultry has had a tend- 
ency to reduce the’ standard of 
selection, and the use of eggs laid 
by inferior stock will without 
doubt take a heavier toll. 

Another hazard that is ngt gener- 
ally considered seriously, but never 
theless prevails in greater. degree 
when-the demand for increased 
production exists, is the intermix- 
ing of chicks or adult birds from 

various sources. Carriers of disease ; 
that appear to be healthy them-{ 
selves are often a source of infec-] 
tion when brought in contact with 
new surroundings and strange 
flocks. 

With regard to feeding, probably 
the principal mistake is the tend- 
ency to economize by adulterating 
a reliable balanced ration with ad- 
ditional grain. both ground and 
whole. Under ideal conditions of 
unlimited range the danger is not 
so great but generally there exists 
the possibility of depriving the 
birds of certain ‘essentials to 
growth and health and so reduc- 
ing resistance to disease that the 
birds become easy victims in after 
life. 

With modern .equipment, the 
danger from accidental chilling, 
over-heating, poor ventilation, and 


similar causes that may lead to a! 


higher mortality, is not so great if 
only common sense is applied. 

If vigilance is not exercised in 
the major factors of breeding and 
feeding, then the loss may prove 
disastrous.

VITALITY OF WEED SEEDS 


When embedded in. the soil, the 
seeds of most annual weeds retain 
their vitality for several years, the 
National. Weed Committee points 
out, The seeds of the mustard fam- 
ily and others, when ploughed 
down soon after ripening, seldom 
germinate the following year or |’ 
until they are brought near the 
surface by further cultivation, Light 
surface cultivation during the early 
autumn usually serves to stimulate 
germination in freshly ripened 
weed seeds and a considerable 
number of them may thus be des- 
troyed, With deep ploughing, the

difficulty is ‘simply deferred to 
succeeding years. 
The germination of weeds, as 


well as of other seeds, is affected by 
heat, Many kinds of weed seeds, 
such as the grasses and mustards, 
will germinate in the late autumn 
or ‘early. spring when the soil is. 
quite cold. Others, such-as buck- 
wheat and lamb’s quarters, require 
a warmer. soil, and the «seeds of | 
foxtail and purslane continue dor- 
mant until stiinulated by the heat 
of summer. Late autumn or early 
spring cultivation is not effective 
‘in destroying the seeds of weeds 
that will not germinate unless the 
soil is quite warm.
